The California Real Estate Association legislative committe | 
headed by the former commissioner Freeman H. Bloodgood has | 
maintained a watchful eye on legislative matters at Sacramento. 
The Association is sponsoring very few measures this session, and 
is cooperating with the State Real Estate Department in bringing 
about: a more efficient administration of the real estate license act. 
This is being made possible through a more liberal budget out of | 
the license fees, and because of the fact after a year’s conduct of | 
the qualifications test, the Commissioner has recently announced his | 
intention of cooperating with local boards in securing evidence as 
The ap- 
plicant may appear before the local board’s examiming committee, or 
he may go before the department on the first Monday in each month 
tor his test. | 
. The State Association with the approval of the Commissioner 
has introduced through Assemblyman Frank Eksward, its floor leader, 
a bill providing for the establishment of a bureau of real estate
